and, when the terrible November mail 
reached India, there ii Utile doubt lhat 
many more pentmi must have suspended 
their operations. At Bombay affairi were 
more healthy, only one linn, bitias, 
LtTtHatioHt, and Co., hiving failed. 

We observe that, labouring under the 
delusion of "keeping up" a loitering 
fiim, the Union Rank of Calcutta had 
advanced to one house a€ 1 40,000, upon 
which they would receive a very small 
dividend.

Oeorge II. died very suddenly oft rupture 
of the aorta, at Kensington Palace, about 7 
o'clock in the momiug of the 25th of October, 
lido. Tim King was t remarkably early riser, 
and on that mom ing he, u usual, lighted hia 
own are, drank hit chocolate, looked out oTtht 
window to see how the wind wu, and said that 
ho would take a walk in the gardens. Hia 
chocolate-maker, however, who wu tha laat 
person with hi. Majesty, obaervtd him sigh u 
he left the room, and shortly after-wards beard 
a noise like th* falling of a billet of wood from 
the Ore, on which he returned and found the 
King dropt from the chair, u If be hid been In 
Ihn act u ft t templing to ring the bell. Vroper 
aulltanrw wu Immediately procured, and he 
waa put to bed, but without any appearance of 
life, and in t very little while hia death wu 
Ue wu in the 77th year of hi* ige, 
.ilhofh;-" 



| The energetic lift of George Ul. had a tad 
conclusion. Dark indeed waa the shadow that 
act upon bit declining years. In December 
I 1111, the King became mentally dead The 
, rytttd ofgltrry that ensued wna unheeded by 
i him. He who had an dearly loved England 
and her btcsIiicu could no longer share m Lhe 
triumphant rejnieinga of Ilia people. Ifi, p U . 
•tflc from thla melancholy. lite olabenaUnninlo 
death wu calm and Itano.uil. Uia l h ,«i!y 
health had continued good liU within two ol 
three rsonthi nf hia dissolution; bul ha had not 
enjoyed n lucid interval since the beginning of 
the Jlegeucy, Hia Majesty ! recollection ol 
put event* win exact ; and uccaaional sketches 
of hia early mm liters ofttio lormtd the aubicct 
of hla lonely taliloqoiet at Windaor. He bid 
Long bom totally blind and alracat rttaf i tad 
from tbe aversion he had ro any of hit attend- 
ant* rendering him personal auiatance, bis 
beard had barn suffered to grow to an almost 
patriarchal length. Before hia deafheu, he 
fnyquenlly amoaed tiimeelf with an harpsichord, 
and seldom played anything hut the muaie of 
hit fuvourile liandel. The I lube of York, 
Lords Henley and Winchaltla, and Oenernl 
Taylor, were preaerit whi n the King .lied, 
Tbe tolling of Ihe bell at Si. Paul'* tuward. 
miduinhlon thfa'Jth January, ]Ni0, announced 
thnt Ueorgo IU. wsa i,o more ; nod although 
the inercy of Pruvidonc*. in lua removal, 
could not but be acknowledged, men sighed 
when the newt brought with it the recollection 
of whit lie once ktd lieen. His death happened 
in tho «Jd year of hu ng,-, and the «th of bia 
reign. 

The very scfoi that attanhed to tbepcnornJ 
appearance and manners of Utturgc IV, made 
him shrink into himself when came the period 
of ditciue and inilnnity. Uia latter life wu to 
seclusion: hitdeaih-bedwuinroUtude. N*o 
relet on intended at hia last momenta, and, aa 
with Henry VIII., the ratal nawa waa brokeu

For many years the King had been 
scarcely ever free from the gout, but its attacks 
had been resisted by the unc immon strength 
nf hi! coeHHituliim. Hi! life had, in conse- 
quence, been retired. During the turuif of 
lew h* resided at bt. James's PiLtce, where 
he gave a ball to Iht juvenile brimches of lb* 
nobility, lo which tha Prlarete Tioioria ud 
the young Queen of Portugal were invited. 
Mostly bia time wai apaut within the limits of 
th* Royal domain it Windsor; hia out-door 
amusrinrnti cnnaiited of Bailing mil fishing on 
the Virginia Water, or a drive in a pony- 
phacton in the magnificent purlieus of the 
forest. When the weatht rwuunfavourulile.rhe 
light reading nf the diy or the drama wu re- 
sorted to. Almost uninterrupted attacks of ill- 
lU'Ss disturbed hia seclusion, while they offetcd 
an inducement to its continuance. Pain, of the 
eyes and defective vialun, gout in the feet and 
hands, and, lully, the great malndv of hi. 
famdy, dropay— lowblcb the Duke of York and 
hia sitter had fallen victims— hy turns betel him 
In April, hia maladv uiumed a decisive cha- 
racter, and bullctint began to be iaaued. He 
had touched hia flHrh yeir. In May, teora- 
niruion wm Bnpoinled to a IB I the U-iyal sig- 
nature ; tha King signifying hii content by the 
word of mouth. Before bia dealh. it wai wi lb 
difficulty he could whisper hit verbal affirms- 
tire ; about a week before ho died, hit pliyii- 
cinn delicately announced tei hi in the inevitable 
cauitrnphe, ». Uod'a will he done f" whb the 
reply. I'he King's faculties ennlinued unim- 
paired to the lut momont. <ln admintsteriug 
ti) him the tut sacrament, the Hiahnp sat illii- 
ehuter reminded him of tho Ilnko uf Suaaex j 
when the King charged the preUle, after hia 
death, lo carry a maua«e to the Duke, saving 
all offences were forgotten, and to assort? 'hint 
of fraternal affection. Ilia Majesty's sufferings 
were very great : during the puroivtluj ol 
pain, his moans were heard even by the sen- 
tinel! nn duty in the nutdiengle. On the night 
of iheMth, hia cough wu unusually paiufoj. 
and he motioned a page to alter hii position on 
hia couch. Towards three o'clock ho fell a 
sudden attack of the bjwcls, a violent du. 
charge of blond ensued, and hii Majesty on 
being taken from Lhe bed, appeared to be 
fainting*. At thit moment he attempted In 
lauvs his hand to hii breast, and 
faintly ejaculated, " Oh, Ond ! lam dyine; ; " 
and two in- three aKOnda after, he said, " Vhis 
la de.ith-' ' The king wu removed lo his couch 
and the physicians called. Before they arrived, 
tbe r;l.i.-e of death wu over the eyes of the 
monarch, and fJeoree the Fonrth had csa-el 
lo brvstlie. This occurred on the litiih June, 
li!ii. Tha King had bse n Regent alnoe 1 8 1 1 , 
und eloverEian ainoe 1N^0. 

The kind and good King William had a 
Chrialian death . He duptried tr uu lit. 
the general and unfeigned larnenutltjlll of hia 
tubjeci*. Hit Majaaty expired at twelve 
minutes put two o'clock, on Tuesday morning, 
the lOth June, IBM, in the presence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Dean of Here, 
ford, and other dig-riitarios. On the previous 
Sunday bat received the iicrsmeiit from the 
Archbishop. He had expressed a wish to sur- 
vive tha anniversary of the bttlte of Waterloo 
nn the 1Mb. and bo far he wai (tratihed. Tlur 
I lake of Wellington tlsast and laid upon his 
bed the flag commemorative ufthe victory, by 
which act bin Grace ban (enure of istrjlhfleld- 
nay. It vnoa also a Bingtulnr cneumatanet 1 , 
that uno or the lost dreda of the 
dying l.-ti;:. whose life hnd been so mild 
arirl merciful, wu to sign (he pardon of a con- 
demned criminal. Shortly ntter this, a ilia- 
treuing euugli, ettreme npprusaion inbreath- 
ing, and very languid circulation, lett Ulll* 
hope of recovery. He wu lethargic, but con- 
aciouB M the lut of the presence of llintc nil 
whom his affect joiM were flxed. He wu 
fsrvent in hia rxpresaii)n> of rcligiou. hopr, 
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anrtjmt before breathing hii lut, faintly arti- 
culaiing. ■■ Thy will be acme." Queen Ade- 
laide had been unremitting in her attontiein* ; 
wu icarculy ever awty from theiick chamber, 
and fur twelve dayi did nut lake off herelnlhci. 
The humbles l person iu tho realm could not 
have exceeded her in lit* exercise of the last 
Bad dutie* of affection, and in the kind offices 
aba rssrdas-ed to her tmicted consort. A pen 
bbviWbbi examination showed the nature of ibe 
disease ; exhibiting a general tendency to ossi- 
fication ti:ei decay about the heart, the lungs, 
and other vital organs. His Majesty xvtl in 
Lhe 73rd yesr of hit age, end had completed 
within a few days tha seventh year uf hia
